A.  M.  Manson,  5  YX7HEREAS  the  Royal  Com- 
Attorney-Oeneral.  (  VV  mission  appointed  by  the 
Federal  Government  to  investigate  matters  relating 
to  the  Customs  revealed  in  its  sittings  at  Vancou¬ 
ver  that  the  liquor  interests  had  made  large  con¬ 
tributions  for  campaign  purposes  to  both  political 
parties  in  the  Province: 

And  whereas  it  was  felt  by  the  Legislature  that 
contributions  from  these  sources  should  be  further 
investigated,  and  accordingly  a  Select  Committee  of 
the  Legislature  was  appointed  to  determine  what 
action  should  be  taken  in  connection  therewith: 

And  whereas  the  Committee  has  reported  to  the 
Legislature,  reciting  in  part  as  follows : — 

“  The  Committee  has  had  its  attention  directed 
to  four  specific  suggestions  of  wrongdoing 
growing  out  of  campaign  contributions, 
namely  : — - 

“(a.)  The  increase  in  the  price  of  beer,  from  $15 
to  $16.50  per  barrel,  made  in  the  spring 
of  1924,  on  sales  by  the  breweries  to  the 
Liquor  Control  Board. 

“(6.)  The  lobby  carried  on  by  the  breweries, 
followed  by  the  vote  of  the  House,  in  the 
session  of  1924,  authorizing  sale  of  beer 
by  the  glass,  which  vote  had  been  preceded 
by  a  plebiscite  on  that  question. 

“(c.)  The  payment  by  the  Liquor  Control  Board, 
for  whisky  f.o.b.  Glasgow,  of  prices  higher 
than  those  for  which  whisky  shipped  from 
Glasgow  was  sold  to  other  countries,  par¬ 
ticularly  to  South  Africa  and  Australia. 
“(d.)  The  use  of  Secret  Service  funds  for  politi¬ 
cal  purposes. 

With  reference  to  the  complaint  concerning  the 
disbursement  of  Secret  Service  funds  and 
the  lack  of  publication  of  any  of  the  de¬ 
tails,  this  Committee  is  of  the  opinion 
that  publication  of  such  details  would  en¬ 
tirely  destroy  the  efficiency  and  purpose  of 
the  Secret  Service.  An  investigation  of 
that  matter  by  this  Committee  would 
therefor  be  inadvisable.  The  Committee 
submits  that  there  is  no  reason  to  depart 
from  the  British  and  Canadian  practice, 
which  provides  for  an  examination  of  such 
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detailed  expenditures  by  the  recognized 
Leader  of  the  Opposition  under  the  strict 
seal  of  confidence.”

Now,  therefore,  know  ye  that,  reposing  every 
trust  and  confidence  in  your  loyalty,  integrity,  and 
ability.  We  do  by  these  presents,  under  and  by  vir¬ 
tue  of  the  powers  contained  in  the  “  Public  In¬ 
quiries  Act,”  being  chapter  114  of  the  “  Revised 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1924,”  nominate, 
constitute,  and  appoint  you,  the  said  Honourable 
Mr.  Justice  Aulay  Morrison,  Reverend  Doctor 
James  S.  Henderson,  and  William  PI.  Malkin,  Es¬ 
quire,  our  Commissioners  to  inquire : — 

(1.)  Whether  or  not  the  agreement  made  in 
1924  for  the  increase  in  the  price  of  beer  from  $15 
per  barrel  to  $16.50  per  barrel  on  sales  by  the 
breweries  to  the  Liquor  Control  Board  of  the  Prov¬ 
ince  of  British  Columbia  was  brought  about  or 
influenced  by  any  contribution  given  or  promised 
by  brewers  or  others  interested  in  the  liquor  busi¬ 
ness  to  the  campaign  funds  of  any  political  party 
or  parties,  or  to  any  official  or  representative  of  the 
Government  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia. 

(2.)  Whether  or  not  any  contribution  given  by 
brewers  or  others  interested  in  the  liquor  business, 
to  the  campaign  funds  of  any  political  party  or 
parties  or  to  any  candidate  or  candidates,  either 
before  or  after  their  election  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  had  any,  and,  if  so, 
what  effect  or  influence  in  bringing  about  the  enact¬ 
ment  of  legislation  authorizing  the  sale  of  beer  by 
the  glass. 

(3.)  Whether  or  not  undue  prices  have  been 
paid  for  liquor  purchased  by  the  Liquor  Control 
Board,  and,  if  so,  what  improper  influence,  if  any, 
was  employed  to  cause  such  prices  to  be  paid. 

(4.)  Whether  or  not  any  “assurance  and  pro¬ 
tection,”  as  suggested  in  the  evidence  given  by  the 
brewers  before  the  Royal  Commission  on  Customs, 
and  set  out  in  the  account  carried  in  their  books 
under  that  name,  was  in  fact  actually  contracted 
for  and  delivered  by  any  political  party  or  parties, 
or  by  any  persons  or  public  officials,  to  any  person 
or  corporation  contributing  to  the  campaign  funds 
of  any  political  party  or  parties  or  to  any  person 
or  persons  connected  therein.

Rule  76. 

LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  prop¬ 
erly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the 
purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
1S67  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ;  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry ;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  in¬ 
dividuals  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi¬ 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu¬ 
lar  class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any

IS  Excellency  the  Governor-General  in  Coun¬ 
cil,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior,  is  pleased  to  order  that  the  regula¬ 
tions  for  the  disposal  of  coal-mining  rights,  the 
property  of  the  Crown,  in  the  Provinces  of  Mani¬ 


toba,  Saskatchewan,  Alberta,  the  Yukon  Territory, 
the  North-west  Territories,  and  a  portion  of  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  approved  by  Order 
in  Council  dated  the  20th  April,  1910,  and  amended 
hy  subsequent  Orders  in  Council,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  further  amended  by  adding  to  section  19 
thereof  the  following  provision  : — 

“  Should  the  Minister  have  reason  to  believe  that 
operations  on  any  coal-mining  location  acquired 
under  these  regulations  are  not  being  conducted  in 
strict  conformity  with  the  terms  of  the  lease  and 
the  conditions  of  the  regulations,  or  that  such  opera¬ 
tions  are  being  so  conducted  as  to  expose  others  to 
risk  of  damage  or  loss,  he  may  authorize  a  mining 
inspector  or  other  person  named  by  him  to  enter 
upon  the  mine,  and  to  remain  for  such  period  or 
periods  as  the  Minister  may  deem  necessary,  for 
the  purpose  of  enforcing  compliance  with  such  terms 
and  conditions  and  the  i-emedy  of  existing  defaults, 
and  the  Minister  may  charge  and  may  collect  from 
the  recorded  owner  of  such  location  the  expenses 
incurred  in  connection  with  the  supervision  so 
authorized  by  the  said  Minister.
